In Manitoba the opch season for 
ducks is September 1 to December 14, 
both-dates inclusive and the bag limit 
is 20 ducks on any one day’ to, October 
1 and 40 thereafter in the aggregate 
of all kinds. Ton geese are allowed 
per day, 15 brant and 25*aggiogate 
of rails coots and galinules. Plovcis 
and yellowlegs aie limited to 16; 
.snipe 15; woodcock, 10; doves, 25. The 
season’s duck limit is 250. 

Saskatchewan — Limits are 6 0 
ducks, geese or brant, with the small¬ 
er birds the same a.s Manitoba. The 
sca.son’s limit is 260 birds-, including 
ducks, geest or brant. 

' Alberta sportsmen may take 30 
duck.s daily, 15 geese, 15 brant. The 
season’s duck limit is 200. 

British Columbia’s limit js 20 ducks 
per day, 10 gee.-e and 15 brant. The 
duck limit is 250 and geese 60. •

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ontical power for many clusaes of 
work in cities, the hotse has no equal. 
In heavy transport work where short 
hauls are the rule, tlie horse is. more 
efficient than the motor truck, Tliis 
does not mean that the horse will 
in turn put tlie motor tru^ out of 
business, as it has been claimed tliat 
motor power would do with tlie horse. 
It simply means that there is, a place 
for the motor trui^ and the 

horse in handling transport work in 
our cities. 

So far as work on farms is con* 
cemed, motor power has not made the 
inroads upon the domain of the horse 
expected of it. Un the smaller farnrs, 
say up to 200 acres, motor power does 
not displace the horse tb any appre¬ 
ciable extent On larger farms tliere 
is undoubtedly some displacement of 
horses, but even hero man’s “best 
friend” still holds sway to a remark¬ 
able degree under the circumstances, 
i'his is not saying that the farm trac¬ 
tor has no place in economical farm 
management. In Kastern Canada 
where farms aie small as compared 
with those in Western Canada, it is 
^nsidered that the tractor is an ex¬ 
pensive investment for tlie farmer un¬ 
less it can be used for belt power as 
well as for pulling power. 

The Type to Breed 

As to the type of horse to breed, 
the writer has no hesitation in recom¬ 
mending the Clydesdale. It has stood 
the test or years. In the draft horse 
mai'ket it sets the standard. Clydes¬ 
dale geldings of weight and quality 
haye for years commanded the ' top 
prices for city woik and for work on 
the farm. Tliat is the situation today, 
and will continue as long as high 
et'iadards m weight and quality are 
in demand. The requirements of a 
erait lioise aie wcignt, stiong pull¬ 
ing j.oweiV soundness and quality in 
lout und leg, which means quick action 
and cori"ect movement. These the 
Clydesdale possesses to a marked Ue- 
gree. It has strung wearing qualities 
which means long years of service 
under proper und careful manage¬ 
ment. Last fall a shipment of Cana- 
dian-hred Clydesdale geldings was 
made to Clasgovr, Scotland, where 
they were sold at auction at an aver¬ 
age Of $800 eacli, the top price beiiig 
$1,500. While prices m Canada do 
not reach tliosc high figures, values 
are on the up grade. As high as $700 
has .been reported for high-class 
Clydesdale geldings in Canadian ci¬ 
ties. Tliese prices are raix'ly quoted 
in tlie regular horse markets, for the 
leusun that where a good Clydesijale 
of weight and quality is for sale, buy- 
11 .“ are on the spot, ready to buy. The 
trouble just now is that there are not 
enough of the good kind to supply the 
doinaiid. 

Su far us the general situation re¬ 
garding Clydesdales is concerned, the 
outlook is more favorable this season 
than for a lew years back. During 
the war, importations were reduced 
to the tninimum. Since the ai'mistice 
the sit. .ition has improved somewhat, 
tliough costs are still high. Prices 
for breeding stock in Scotland are at 
the highest level ever known in the 
hibtoiy of the breed. This fact coup¬ 
led with the high cost of transport^ 
tion, makes the importation of breed¬ 
ing stock a very expensive operation. 
Yet not a few Canadian importers 
and breeders have such faith in the 
future of the Clydesdale in Canada 
as to make impoi-tations imder these 
conditions. Several importations of 
Clydesdales have been -made during 
the past twelve months both into 
kiastern and Western Canada. A not¬ 
able importation in recent months 
was that made by the Alberta De¬ 
partment of -Agriculture. In Craigic 
Masterpiece, judging from his pic¬ 
tures and wl^t. horsemen have said 
who have seen him, the Alberta De¬ 
partment has secured one of the best 
: types of the breed ever brought 
across the water. The Honorable Dun- 
xan Marshall, Minister of Agriciflture 
^for the province, is to be commended 
for his enterprise and sound judg- 
'ment in bringing to Canada such a 
distinguished acquisition to the breeo.

Last year Alberta wool brought a.= 
high as 70 cents a pound; the last 
speculative offers that were made for 
titts year’s clip was in the neighbor¬ 
hood of 18 cents. This is all the more 
significant that an all-wool suit today 
runs cirything up to $ 100 , while calf 
skiir boots are priced in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $ 20 . 

E. L. Richardson, the secretary of 
the Alberta Sheep Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion, in the course of an interviev;, ad¬ 
mitted that , the wool market l ad 
gene all to pieces; while others prom¬ 
inently connected with the wool indus¬ 
try state that manufacturers a e ‘ all 
ip in the ail” so far as present prices 
.hie concerned, and are hol<|ing off 
huving until they have -worked 'off the 
high priced stocks they have alrpady 
in iiand. It Is generally conceded that 
'iritil there are more settled condi¬ 


tions, that there is but a remote 
chance of disposing of the 1920 Al¬ 
berta clip, even at 18.4%nts to 20 cents 
a pound. 


M’LEAY TAKING BURN.S CASE TO 
PRIVY COUNCIly 


'Fhe appeal of Roderick McLoay 
against P. Burns ..with regard to a 
large sale of land and cuttle, has been 
dismissed by the -appellate divi.iton. 
The dispute arose over the sale of 
the Circle onyile. It was the appel¬ 
lant’s contention that t' e cattle sold 
were the cattle descHlljed in a certain 
option, namely, “the Circle cattle at 
present t'raatng on the Circle ranch, 
near Brooks, Alberta.” It was the 
respondent’s contention "that the 
cattle agreed to be sold covered all 
Circle cattle whether oi; the Circle 
ranch or elsewhere. 'I’he appellate 
division has held that ta' ing the co.n- 
tract as a whole, the offer, the ac¬ 
ceptance, the convcrsatioi s and the 
negotiations, it wa.s tlie intention of 
the parties that the sale should com¬ 
prise all Circle cattle. 

I'he Honorable The Chief Justice, 
in his judgment states that the whole 
difficulty arises over the use of the 
expression “the cattle knowri as the 
Circle cuttle at pies-ent grazing -on 


the Circle ranch near ,^rooks, Al¬ 
berta.” The words “at present graz¬ 


ing on the Circle ranch,” may be 
either descriptive or restrictive. 'I'he 
appellant’s argument is based on the 
view that it is necessarily restrii-live 
and .covers such of the Circle cuttle 
as are grazing on the Circle ranch. 
-’But,” says his LordshiPi “'f all Gre 
Circle cattle w ere grazing on the C r- 
i-le ranch, it would bo perfectly prop¬ 
er to de.scrihe thern as at pre < nt 
grazing on the Circle ranch, anil in 
that cose it would have no limiting 
qualification but would be pure de¬ 
scription.” He then finds that the 
evidence clearly establishes that the.-e 
words were intended as a simple 
though erroneous description. The 
offer contained a further provision as 
to the numbers of cattle guaranteed. 

According to the evidence yvhon tlie 
of fell- was made about 400 yearlings 
of the Circle cattle had been removed 
for the purpose of winter feeding on 
another ranch. Mr. Justice Beck is 
of the opinion that the evidence 
shows that the yearlings which w-ere 
being winter fed were included in the 


calculation of the number of the 
Circle cattle upon which the re¬ 
spondent’s guarantee w-as based and 
tliat the plaintiff, who was a party 
to the calculations, if he did not 
know the precise place where the 
yearlings were, at least knew that 
that they were not in fact on the Cir¬ 
cle ranch at the time. 

It is^the intention of Mr. McLeay 
to appeal to the privy council and ar¬ 
rangements have already been made 
tor the retention of eminent English 
counsel.' 

R. B. Bennett, K.C., and A. Macleod 
Sinclair, -K.C., appeared fer the appel¬ 
lant, McLeay, and H. Clatke, K.C., 
nctcd for Patrick Bui-ns. 


COX GOT I'HE NOMINATION 


James M. Cox, governor of Ohio, 
was nominated as candidate for the 
presidency of the United States in the 
Democratic national convention at 
1:40 o’clock on the moining of July 
6 . 'The nonriination came at the 
conclusion of a 44-hour ballot strug¬ 
gle, in which he had .^t“adily beaten 
down the forces of Wiiliam G. Mc- 
Adoo, former secretary of the treas¬ 
ury, and President Wilson’s 'son-in- 
luw'. When the balloting on the forty- 
fourth vote had^gotten to a point 
vvhere Cox had 702 vote.i, and rapidly 
approaching the ncccs.sary two-thirds 
of 729,Sam B. Amidun, of Kan: as, 
manager of the McA'doo forces, and 
vice-chairipan of the Di-mociatic na¬ 
tional committee, took the platfoim 
anil moved that the nomination of 
Governor Cox be made unanimous. 
Immediately there was a rear from 
the tii-ed and worn delegates, which 
la.stod a full four m'nutes before 
Chairman Robimion could put the 
question on Amiilon’s mot'on to sus¬ 
pend the rules ami nominate Cox by 
acclamation.
